Gov. Talmadge Speaks To Legion

MACON—(AP)—Gov. Herman Talmadge wooed the sup- 
port of American Legion delegates here today by telling them 
his administration has stepped up GI bill training from 20 
percent to 100 percent since he took office. 


The governor spoke to an esti- 
mated 300 Legion delegates at the 


Department of the Legion which 
opened here today. Besides claim-| 
ing credit for a stepped-up GIM. 
program, the governor’ also 
warned against the menace of 
communism saying that Georgia’ 
has been singled out as a testing 
ground for various conflicting ide- 
ologies. | 

He said that Georgia is the chief 
target in the south for Commu- 
nists and “if they can crack Geor- 
gia the rest of the South will be 
easy pickings.” | 

Most -of his speech, however, 
centered on the GI training pro- 
gram in the state. He said the 
phases of GI training neglected 
when he assumed office were on 
the farm training and academic) 
training. | 

“Since I have been in office,” he 
said, “enrollment has jumped for) 
on the farm training from 13,000 | 
to more than 21,000. And around | 
13,000 veterans are participating | 
in the -adult academic training | 
program. In addition,” he said, | 
“the number of ex-Gl’s enrolled 
in trade schools and other ap-| 
proved courses has increased from,

Your Lost Golf 


Ball Is Found 


AKRON, Ohio—(AP)—The golf ball reached 
the atomic age today—and started talking back. 

No more, it seems, will the lost golf ball— 
bane of all duffers—be able to hide way under 
tall grass, stray leaves or other bits of rough. | 

e B. Goodrich Research Center, of 

Brecksville, Ohio, unveiled the atomic, talking, 
non-losable golf ball yesterday at Akron’s Portage 
Country Club. 

One-fiftieth of a gram of radioactive ma- 
terial under the rubber cover of the golf 
ball, plus a miniature Geiger counter, pro- 
vided the answer te the duffer’s prayers. 

Professionals Denny Shute, Jimmy Thomson 
and Lawson Little took turns hitting balls into 
the rough. Some young ladies, clad in shorts 
and sweaters, also took swipes at the new balls 
~—for picture-taking purposes. 

Then, deep in the woods and rough, the 
Geiger counters were brought into play. 

When a counter approached the hidden ball, 
a short erratic sound arose in the ear phones. 
As the counter grew closer, the sounds reached 
a crescendo, and there, under a leaf or knee 
deep in the daisies, was the lost ball. 

Dr. William L. Davidson, director of physical 
research of the Goodrich Center perfected the 
new ball. He explained: 

“My lifetime low score on a golf course is

The Geiger counter must be within three or 
four feet of the lost ball before it begins to regis- 
ter, but it’s possible that better counters in the 
future may increase the range. 

“We just can’t increase the amount of 
radioactive material in the ball, because of 
the danger of radiation to the golfer. We 
found that most golfers carry about a dozen 
balls, and if we increased the amount of 
material in each ball, to make them easier 
to find, the golfer might feel some ill effects. 
But the small amount now used cannot 
bother anyone,” said Dr. Davidson. 

Location of the lost ball is indicated by the 
Geiger counter in two et the flashing 
of a light or by signals through a head phone. 

Dr. Davidson said the project is experimental 
and that no sale of radioactive golf balls is con- 
templated at present . 

The scientist, a graduate of William and 
Mary and Yale, said about 25,000,000 golf balls 
are sold annually, and that about 50 percent 
are lost. Dr. Davidson said a new Geiger counter 
was on the market, that it weighs only 190 
ounces and retails at about $25—the price of 
about 25 golf balls.

After a fight led by Johnny Vickers, of 
the Oak Grove district, the Executive 
Committee this week voted 23 to 18 to 
ask Fulton voters whether or not the Man- 
ager system should be retained. It has been 
only about three and a half years since 
the question was approved overwhelming- 
ly. The County Manager has been in of- 
fice, as a result of that vote and subsequent 
legislation, about two years. 


Vickers generally is regarded as an 
errand-runner for County Commissioners. 


At one time his job with the County was 


under supervision of the Manager but Com- 
missioners, by formal action, transferred it 
to the Public Works Department, which is 
not under civil service and is considered 
the most politics-ridden of departments.

What Your Tax 
Dollars Have Done 


The American taxpayer who wants to 
know what his share of hard-earned tax 
dollars is accomplishing in Europe can look 
to the announcement that six European 
countries already have agreed to the 
Schuman proposal for pooling coal and 
steel resources for the common good. 


Of all the accomplishments of the re- 
cent London and Paris meetings of West- 
ern nations, the plan advanced by the 
French Foreign minister stands out as the 
most promising for long-term benefit of 
the free world. 


Shortly after the plan was announced 
on May 9 President Truman placed this 
country’s stamp of approval on it. He 
called it “an act of constructive statesman- 
ship,” and declared it “opens a new outlook 
for Europe.” 


Secretary Acheson, in his report to 
members of Congress, called the plan a 
“momentous and courageous act.” 


What the Schuman Plan means to 
world peace and economic recovery of Eu- 
rope is easy to understand. The plan pro- 
vides that France and Germany, tradition- 
al trade competitors as well as military 
enemies, shall pool their coal and steel out- 
put under a common authority. Other Eu- 
ropean nations are invited to participate. 
Western Germany agreed to the plan im- 


‘mediately. Belgium, Luxembourg and the

Netherlands now have approved. Britain 
is cautious but probably will join. 

What the Plan does is eliminate the. 
age-old rivalry that has existed in Europe, 

articularly between France and Germany. 

t goes to the core of the problem of get- 
ting Western Europe to work together. No 
longer need France fear that German steel 
will be used to build a war machine which 
will be used against France, as has oc- 
curred three times within the memory of 
some Frenchmen. Steel and coal produc- 
tion wil! be under a joint Authority. The 
economies of the affected countries will be 
tied together in such a manner as to make 
them partners instead of competitors and 
potential enemies. 

Britain, whose coal mines lack modern 
machinery and have such thin seams that 
she has cause to fret over her ability to

my long has been a dream of statesmen 
from Lloyd George and Winston Churchill 
to Paul Hoffman, head of ECA.

What most of 
us fail to understand, though, is the fear 
that has forced progressive closing of bor- 
ders as each country, France and Germany 
in particular, attempted to isolate their 
economies. There was historic reason for 
that fear. 


The Schuman Plan never would have 
been possible without the beginnings of 
co-operation forced on Western Europe by 
American financial help. In the organiza- 
tion formed to administer American aid 
was the real conception of the plan. If the 
taxpayer’s dollars can serve to bring 
friendship between France and Germany 
his money will have been well and wisely 


spent.

While The 
Times is naturally too gentlemanly a newspaper to say so in so 
en words, the inference is unmistakable that Dr. Tascheret is a 
jerk. ; 


He sat at a table closely adjacent to that where Mr. Edwards 
was whispering sweet nothings into the shell-like ear of his 
affianced, blowing loudly the while into a tin whistle of the type 
which the management of such establishments furnishes the more 
boisterous of its customers. The resulting noise was so considerable 
that Mr. Edwards could not hear himself think nor could the 
young lady accompanying him hear the endearments he was 
voicing her way, although, the situation being what it was, one 
hardly imagines she thought he was discussing the cold war or in- 
quiring as to her views on the outlook for the betal nut market. 


At any rate, eventually tiring of the din, and having been 
unsuccessful in repeated requests for a cessation, Mr. Edwards 
leaned manfully over to the next table, lifted high the pitcher 
of water presumably placed there for use in case of fire, and 
empfied it magnificently over the head of the sputtering Argentine, 
thereby shattering the latter’s illusions as to the extent of his 


diplomatic immunity. 
They Called the Law The law was summoned, of 
course, and Mr. Edwards was 
duly arrested. There was talk of a demand for satisfaction on the 
field of honor but apparently someone in the Argentine embassy 
realized that, given his choice of weapons, Mr. Edwards might well 
insist on water pitchers at close range. And so they decided to settle 
by making of it an international incident, with the prospect of a 
reparations commission to determine the amount of the damages 
to the ambassadoral dinner jacket. 

But the Deputy Commissioner and Chief Magistrate of Delhi, 
no jurist to temper justice with diplomacy, ruled that, while Mr. 
Edwards had admittedly doused the Doctor, he had done so with 
sufficient provocation, “merely to cool him off.” 

The grandeur of his heroism is, admittedly, somewhat amelori- 
ated by the fact that at the time he did not know that his protag- 
onist was either an Argentine or an ambassador, but I neverthe- 
less submit that, if Britain has any decoration for service beyond 
the call of duty in peacetime, it should be presented immediately 
to the Hon. John K. Edwards of New Delhi, India. 

Such valor should not go unrecognized and unrewarded, un- 
heralded and unsung.

Acheson Makes 
A Little History 


W ASHINGTON—Georgia’s two Senators were 
favorably impressed by the way Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson handled himself in his ap- 
pearance before a joint session of Congress this 
week to give a report on the recent London conferences. 

Particularly did they think he acquitted himself well in the 
opening questioning which followed his set speech. 

As for the speech itself, Senator Walter F. George, a former 
Chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee and a keen 
student of foreign affairs, said the Acheson statement was “very 
clear and well organized.” He feels that ‘“‘we are now developing a 
coherent approach to problems we have been meeting in a some- 
what haphazard way.” 


: Sen. Richard B. Russell thought the 
More Confidence Acheson appearance was calculated to 


give the Senate more confidence in the State department. 


“The State department official who thought up the idea of bring- 


ing the secretary before a joint session, followed by a question and 
answer period, should be given a boost in rank,” said Russell. ‘ It 
was the most successful thing of its kind that has been undertaken. 


While the joint session commanded a large attendance of Geor- 
gia delegation members, Rep. Eugene Cox, of Camilla, was the only 
one of the state group who arose to propound a question to the 
secretary of state. He wanted to know whether Mr. Acheson felt 
Western Europe could ever be revitalized fully without the restora- 
tion and unification of Germany, working with democratic nations 
as a factor for peace. 


The secretary pointed out, in reply to the Cox question, that 
getting a united Germany does not depend on the actions of this 
country and its associates. He recalled that the solutions the Rus- 
sians have offered would leave them in complete control in Eastern 
Germany with the possibility of making inroads into the West. The 
position of this country, he said, is that a united Germany should 
be determined by free choice, adding that he saw no indications 
that the Russians are modifying their views. / 


° Rep. James C. Davis, of Atlanta, found the ses- 
Interesting sion “most interesting.” The effect of the sec- 
retary’s appearance before a joint session in a question and answer 
period served to point up a proposal pending by Sen. Estes Ke- 
fauver, of Tennessee, that Congress give cabinet officers the privi- 
leges of the floor of the House and Senate, where they might 
come to discuss policy matters and submit to questioning on their 
actions. But neither Senator George nor Senator Russell is ready 
to commit himself to. such a change in our governmental pro- 
cedure: “ais 

Senator George thinks the idea of having cabinet members go 
before Congress under conditions of the kind a good one, but says 
a program could be arranged by special invitation at the conven- 
ience or pleasure of either or both houses without the necessity of 
changing our system completely. In lieu of the Kefauver plan, 
he would have Congress invite cabinet officers, from time to time, 
to attend a session such as the one before which Secretary Acheson 
appeared this week. It would be a good way to keep Congress 
informed more fully on the policy moves of the administration, he 
says. 

Senator Russell said he was definitely opposed to the Kefauver 
plan as a permanent fixture in our governmental processes. If we 
do that, he declared, we might as well adopt the parliamentary 
system of government, such as they now have in Britain and Can- 
ada, for example, where cabinet officers sit as members of the 
legislative body. He is against that. 


Tried System 


Senator Russell pointed out that Congress 
already has a tried and trusted system of ques- 


‘tioning cabinet members over policies of their departments, one 


that has been used to good effect over the years. This is the sys- 
tem by which cabinet officers are called by the various congressional 
committees for testimony on appropriation bills and other legisla- 
tion in which their departments are interested. The advantage of 
the present system, he believes, is that committee meetings of the 
kind are usually held in executive session, which means that cabi- 
net members are permitted to discuss problems in greater con- 
fidence than if they were making a public appearance. 

Other memBers of Congress, not assigned to the particular com- 
mittee calling the cabinet officers, rely on their colleagues to keep 
them informed on the nature of testimony given, Russell reminded. 
This seems to work well enough for our purposes, he said, add- 
ing that he saw no pressing demand for going as far as the Ke- 
fauver proposal. 


Tax Bill Incidentally, Senator Russell is now expressing 

doubt that Congress will be able to pass a tax 
bill that will be acceptable to the White House. He sees the possi- 
bility of the bill now being written by the House ways and means 
committee providing more excise cuts than new substitute revenue, 
in which case, he declares, President Truman will be sure to veto 
it. And it is inconceivable to him that Congress could fail to sus- 
tain a veto at a time when the federal deficit is rising.

Regulate Wages 


Editér Constitution: A long time ago the gov- 
ernment in the public interest deemed it neces- 
sary to create public service commissions to reg- 
ulate the rates charged by companies carrying 
on business commonly referred to as public util- 
ities. The justification for this was the fact that 
the public had a right to service at reasonable 
rates. This system worked fairly well for years 
until the employes’ unions, controlled only by 
the questionable wisdom of its leaders (drivers 
might be a better word) began to stage annual 
strikes, each of which ends in wage hikes. The 
public service commissions, having no right to 
set confiscatory rates, have been forced to al- 


low rate increases to the companies. Thus it is 
that the rates paid by the public have come to 


be regulated not by the government agencies 
created for that purpose, but by a relatively 
small number of union officials who are account- 
able neither to the public nor to the union mem- 
bership. 

I am a strong believer in the general principle 


that the best government is the least govern- 
ment, and that any sort of regulation of private 
enterprise is at best a necessary evil; but the 
conclusion is becoming more and more inevitable 
that the public service commissions are powerless 
to accomplish their intended purpose unless they 
are given power to regulate the wages or salaries 
of public utility workers as well as to regulate 
the rates charged the public. The transit strike 
in your city makes me wonder whether it will 
not become necessary to outlaw strikes by utility 
workers and make the public service commissions 
arbiters of all differences of opinion between 
union and company.

What Is Arbitration? 


Editor Constitution: Many people here in At- 
lanta have asked me to express my opinion in 
the controversy now existing between the Geor- 
gia Power Co., the labor union and the publie. 
I have been reading editorials and opinions of 
many individuals in your paper. My long ex- 
perience as a public relation and liaison officer 
prompts me to say that the vocal treatment is 
not the cure. We hear this word “arbitration” dis- 
cussed pro and con. Arbitration within itself is 
vague, broad and indefinite. The terms under 
which arbitration is entered into is what counts. 
An award of an arbitration board acting under 
definite terms is binding. Some act as a fact- 
finding board; others act in an advisory capacity. 


Free enterprise and free collective bargaining 
are two of the strong arms of a democracy and 
free people. Free enterprise has a right to expect 
reasonable earnings on its investments: labor has 
the right to reasonable wages for their work. 
Labor and management should work together 
and neither should have the power to over- 
balance the other. If such does happen, labor and 
industry immediately feel the pangs of such ac- . 
tion, and the economy of our nation begins to 
fall apart. This controversy is affecting the econ- 
omy of Atlanta and it’s surroundings. No cor- 
poration or individual who has sound thought for 
the future wants strikes. No one wants war, but 
they come and go, some for good, some for bad. 
In Atlanta we have men in management and in 
industry who have sound and broad experience; 
we have men in the labor field who have sound 
and broad experience, and many men who are 
experienced in social, civic, legal and judicial af- 
fairs. Why can’t we settle this issue here? It is 
truly a local affair. We should make an honest 
approach to understanding the basic principles 
that are involved; let’s translate words into ac- 
tion by solving the woru “arbitration” and its 
terms. 


I am not writing this to put the blame on any- 
one, or to criticise or start any controversy, but 
solely as thousands of other Atlantans to help 
start the busses to move in an orderly manner. 
The people of Atlanta are entitled to good trans- 
portation at reasonable cost; the management 
is entitled to reasonable income on its investment 
and labor is entitled to reasonable wages; this 
can be done, and will be done if men will ap- 
proach this problem in sincerity with the full 
determination to do the job well.

A good 
many readers have reported that 
this has carried them through 
the season in comparative com- 
fort. Of course old A. J. Coinci-

Is Important 


“I’ve always had a strong 
feeling that the ability to relax 
is a large part of lasting suc- 
cess. So I asked Dorothy Shay, 
who is more beautifully relaxed 
—in an exciting sort of way— 
than any other career woman 
: know, to tell us how she does 
t 


The Shay system is a model 
of simplicity. “When it comes 
time to relax, I relax,” she ex- 
plains. “For example, I allow a 
certain amount of time for a 
nap between dinner and my 
show. I know that’s the time 
I have to sleep... and I sleep.” 
Just like that! 

The technique which she 
practices is consciously to re- 
lax her body, starting with the 
back of her neck ... then go- 
ing on down, thinking of arms 
and legs and letting go with 
each set of muscles.

Try 
to improve defects, of course, 
but if that’s impossible—for- 
get them.” 

Miss Shay says you can talk 


yourself into the right mental’ 


attitude. “If I don’t feel much 
like doing a show, I sit down 
and tell myself what a lucky 
gal I am and how fine it is that 
folks enjoy my singing... and 
before long I can hardly wait 
for the show to start.” 

I believe one reason for her 
popularity is the real joy she 
takes in making people laugh 
and forget their troubles.

Stir in the liquid quickly. Dough 
should be soft. Turn onto a light- 
ly floured board. Knead about 
42 minute. Roll to about % inch 
thickness, keeping the dough in 
a rectangular shape.

Small private holdings—much of it in farm 
woodlets—make up the principal part of the 
farm acreage. Seventy per cent of the timber 
lands of the State are in holdings of less than 
1,000 acres, and more than 95 per cent of Geor- 
gia’s forests are privately owned, the Commis- 
sion says. ‘ 
Principal among the forest products “har- 
vested” are sawlogs for lumber, pulpwood, poles 
and piling, crossties, naval stores, wood to burn 
Guyten Deloach in farmers’ fireplaces and cook stoves and for 
tobacco “sticks” and barn-curing. 

In 1948, the last figures available, Georgia led the entire

In 
that area there are 180 “lookout” towers used to “spot” fires. 

The Commision points out the value of forest protection from 
fires to the trees themselves, and also says unburned forests pre- 
vent soil erosion as the growth holds the soil in the woods, whereas 
if burned off, the groynd is bare. 


The State has three nurseries producing principally pines and 
black locust seedlings. During the past “planting” season, 44,000,- 
000 seedlings were grown and distributed by the nurseries.
